Nkw Yohk, Feb. 13,— The American 
line steamer St. Louis, Capt. Handle, 
which arrived from Southampton, re- 
ports the loss at sl^a of the Holland- 
American line steamer Veendam, Capt, 
6>len>.'er, from Rotterdam for New 
York. The pu!>.sengers and erew of the 
Veendam wure saveil liy the Si. Louis. 

At nuaruntine Capt. Sten(;er of the 
Veeiibani reported us folUiw s; 

"The Veendam left Kytterdiun Feb- 
riiury .1 with a iji-eneral carg.i. nine ealv 
iu. US steerage passeut,'ers und S'j crew , 
bound for New York. Had strong north- 
west gules, and high west and west- 
northwest .seas. I'ebruary 0, at about 
S:1T p. m., ship's time, being in latitude 
4»:SS north, loagltuda SOtOl west, the 
steamer stmek a sutnnerged wreck 
or wreckage, #hlch probably tore a 
hole la the ahlp'a bottom aad 
broke her propeller shaft. We found 
that our ship was making considerable 
water. We immediately set all pump* 
to work, but notwithstanding this, the 
water gained on us. In tho meantime, 
all our boats were ma^e ready in order, 
if neccHsory, to leave the ship at a mo- 
ment's notice, because she was now 
sinking rapidly by tho stem. At 
l:3o u. ni. we observed the mast- 
head lights of a large steamer j 
beurintf aliout east hy south from us. 
W e made signals of distress, on which 
the vessel bore down on us. We then 
decided, for the safety of the jmssen- 
gers and crew, lo abiindoii the ship, 
'i'hu vessel iM'oved to be the St. Ixiuis, 
of the American lin .bound from South- 
ampton for New York. We hailed her 
and reported that our ship was sink- 
ing and that wo wished to be taken off. 
At 1:13 a. m. we commenced to traaafar 
our passengers and crew, using three 
boats of the St. Louis and one of ours. 
Our men were kept at the pumpa 

At 4:SS Uoaday, nwraiii* everybody 
had been transferred to the St. Louis. 
When the Ust boat left the Veendam 
tvos laboring very heavily and sinking 
rapidly by the stern. The transfer of 
the passengers and crew took, notwith- 
standing the great dIfHcuUles and high 
■ess running, three hours and ten 'min- 
utes, and wan nccninplishcd without the 
klightcHt accident.

Notwithstanding theae facts, one- 
third of the people of Kentudqr 
have never availed themselves of 
this protection. Our people should 
not wait for orders from boards of 
health in the presence of an epi- 
demic to force them to an evident 
duty. Every citizen should see to 
it that not only himsell but 
fviy on e for whom he is re- 

Sionsible is vaccinated at once. 
0 child should be admitted 
to any public or private school 
who has not been vaccinated, and 
all factories, railroads and mines 
should make the same requirement. 
This is especially importsatsat in 
view of the threatened danger. 

The operation should he done 
by a competent physician, under 
proper aseptic precautions, and he 
should see the person vaccinated 
from time to time so the result 
may be certain. Imperfect vac- 
cination givea a falae and often 
faul senae of security. Reliable 
virus can be obtained from the 
National Vaccine Farm, Washing- 
ton, D. C, or their agents, the 
Henry Pharinacal Company, Louis- 
ville, Ky. 

In addition it is urgently re- 
quested that all boards of health

Many of 
the survivors were taken off by the 
boats of the Spanish cruiser Alfon- 
so XIII.

striking scene for the thousands 

gathered on the water Iront. 

It is apparent to the observers 
on shore that the vessel is sinking 
rapidly to the bottom of tbe bay. 

CAMT. SICSBEK's REPORI. 

Washington, D. C, Feb. 16.— 
The Secretary of the Navy received 
the following telegram from Capt. 

Sigsbee: 

"Maine blown up in Havana 
harbor at 9:40 and destroyed. 
Many wounded and doubtless 
more killed and drowned. Wound- 
ed and others are on board the 
Spaniah man-of-war and Ward liae 
steamer. Send lighthouse tender 
from Key West for crew and the 
few pieces of equipment still above 
water. No one had other clothes 
than those upon him. 

"Public opinion should be sus- 
pended till further report. All of- 
ficers are believed to be aaved. 
Jenkina and Merritt are not yet ac- 
counted for.

Splendid Revival of Business Ex- 
hililttd by Commercial 
Statlatks.

Enemies of sound money and 
Protection would no doubt like to 
believe that events were fulHlhng 
tbenr predictions of woe and dis- 
aster, but evidence of increasing 
activity in industry and trade ia too 
palpable to be talked down or de- 
nied. For i8y7 hank clearings 
show a gain of $0,000,000,000, or 
about 12 per cent., over 1S96, with 
the volume of clearings at present 
advancing at still greater rate. Two 
hundred railroads, representing 
1 50,000 milea of track, report for 
1897 increased earnings of nearly 
$60,000,000 over 1899, and in the 
same period only eighteen roads, 
representing 1,550 miles of track, 
went into the hands of receivers, 
againat thirty four roads, repre- 
senting 5,500 miles of track, for 
the preceding year. There were 
not onl^ 2,000 less commercial 
[allures in 1897 than 1896, but the 
aggregate liabilities were $90,000,- 
000 less. The total output of pig 
iron last year, although the largest 
on record for this country.promises 
to be exceeded during the current 
year, while the demand, both at 
home and abroad, for steel rails, 
locomotives and other finished 
products is steadily widening. The 
one gloomy feature of the situation 
is the cotton manufacturing indus- 
try, but depression in that indus- 
try is confined principally to New 
England. Ia the South all cotton 
mills are maaing full time and 
some of them over-time. 

There is nothing fictitious about 
these proofs of reviving business. 
They are evidence that money is 
again flowing into productive en- 
terprises; that capital and credit, 
under assursace that the gold 
atandard ia to be unflinchingly 
maintained, are recovering from 
the shock they sustained by the 
menace of Bryanism; that indus- 
try, released by the Dingley Tariff 
from fear of unequal foreign com- 
petition, is taking on new activity 
and that the demand for labor la 
steadily expanding.

The Mallory Fish bill this morn- 
ing passed the House by a vote of 
61 to 8.

In line with the McChord bUl 
and quite as confiscatory is Senator 

Goebel's fellow-servants* bill. It 

proposes to make railroad corpor 
ations responsible for the wrongful 
act of a person who is working in 
the same line as the man who is 
injured or killed. If this law, 
which is made only to apply to 
railroads, were applied to all other 
corporations, there would be in- 
stant opposition all over the State. 
Heretofore the law only held em- 
ployers responsible for those things 
which they were sble to foresee 
and prevent, but never have they 
been held responsible for the un- 
forseen and unforseeable acts of 
men who are working together. 
This measure, if it becomes a law, 
will make every railroad company 
the absolute insurer of the lives 
and limbs of those whom they em- 
ploy. 

Coming along in the same class 
is a measure wide and sweeping in 
its assault on the banking institu- 
tions of the State. The bill pro- 
vides that the charters of all State 
banks granted since February 14, 
1856, which do not accept the con- 
stitution before July i next shall 
stand rcpeale<l. It takes no notice 
of a test case now pending in the 
Supreme Court relative to this 
question, and grants no time for a 
legal deciaion. 

As the climax to all the legisla- 
tive attacks on private property 
appears a bill introduced by Mr. 
Charlton, of this city, to regulate 
the hotels, boarding-houses and 
restaurants in the towns and cities 
of the State, appoints acommison, 
who shall tell the proprietors not 
only what they shall charge for

Some of Mr. Ltryan's Democratic 
friends and associttes who have 
linil practicn! business evptricncf 
in Mexico do not agree with the 
glowing picture which he brought 
back from that country, nor do 
they agree with his theory that the 
free coinage of silver is responsi- 
ble for whatever of sppsrent or 
real prospi'rily exists there. Kx- 
Coiit;rossmaii McShane, who form- 
erly represented the Uinaha, 
Nebraska, district in Congress, but 
who now has large mining interests 
in Mexico and spends much of his 
time there, says tbst bis friend 
Mr. Bryan is entirely mistaken in 
the conclusion at which he arrives. 
Considering the fact that Mr. Mc- 
Shane is a Democrat, a fellow- 
Ncbraskan with Mr. Hryan, and 
has had practical business experi- 
ence in Mexico for about as many 
years as Mr. Bryan tpcnt days 
in his recent trip, his conclu- 
sions concerning niatters so elab- 
orately discussed by Mr. firyan 
on Ins return from the land of 
the 45 cent dollar are interest- 
ing. Mr. McShane has been 
spending a few days here renewing 
his acquaintance with members of 
Congress, and in ■ conversation 
regarding Mr. Bryan's repept iitter- 
ances regarding Mexican prosperi- 
ty he said: 

"It is of this sort: The govern- 
ment is largely back of it, and to 
the paternsi fostering of tbe Diaz 
administration it is msiply due. 
The government subsidizes brewer- 
ies, railroads, industrial plants, 
and aids in every way to brild up 
the material resources of the 
country. Money is used with a 
liberal hand, and as a consequence 
there is much activity and great 
apparent prosperity. The fact 
that Mexico is on a silver basis 
does not figure; it csn't help being 
on that kind of a basis, but I 
should hate to see the United 
States resprt to any such policy. 

'•Ten years ot eKper'ience in that 
country has forever set me against 
the adoption of a monetary system 
which II not only in disrepute 
among the leading nations of the 
world, but which is about to be 
discarded by countries like Japan, 
lirazil, and some of the smaller 
S panish - .American governments 
that were formerly on a silver 
basis. The masses in Mexico are 
in a worse condition than I. trust 
will ever befall our laboring popu- 
lation. This I cap explain by re- 
ferring to matters thst have pome 
under my personal observation. 

"When the Sherman purchasing 
act was in force, some seven years 
ago, silver was worth in Mexico 
100 cents in Mexican money. The 
dollars of the two countrtea were 
on a parity. All this time we em- 
ployed about 300 men in our mines, 
their pay ranging from tola. 50 
per day. It took approximately 
f 10,000 a month to meet tlie pay- 
roll. The money to cancel this 
expense was shipped from Omaha, 
and it was exchanged for f 100,000 
of Mexican coin. We operated 



I general merchandise atovet along 
with our mining concern, and, at 
the time I speak of, sold lo our 
Mexican employca baeon for twenty 

cents a pound. 

"What are tlir conditions today? 
We still hire 300 men and give 
them exactly the same scale of 
wages that they obtained prior to 
tbe slump in silver caused by the 
repeal of the purchasing clause 
of the Sherman act. Our pay-roll 
still aggregates |)o,ooo a month. 
To meet this we have shipped MS a 
like sum of the Ignited States money 
and here is where the difference 
comes in. Instead of exchanging 
that amount at our bank for its 
nominal equivalent wa get for it 
not |to,ooo, but faa,ooo of Mexi- 
can money. We have here made 
a clear gain of 1 12,000. Our em- 
ployees still render us 100 ct-nts' 
wnrih of work, for which they 
used to get 100 cents, and do yet 
as far as the nsme goes, but in re- 
ality they receive less thsn hsif of 
what should be theirs, seeing thst 
tba Mexican coin in which they sre 
paid has shrunk to less thsn half 
of its former value. 

"JJut there is more still. Wlien 
the Mexican miller gQ'-'S tu luiy ba 
con he finds that in tpnUering pay- 
ment ha cannot buy it with de- 
precisted money for SO cents a 
pound; the price now is 45 cents. 
It would still be so if he could ten- 
der a dollar as good as that given 
him for his labor at tlic time of the 
repeal of the Sherman law. The 
|i2,000 I spoke of simply comes 
o^t of t^e lal^of of the country, and 
when the tpilipg pla^ of apv ^^tfon 
is forced to sucb a pftnailipq it is 
stretching s point to calf the peo 
pie prosperous. If the fair and 
right thing were done by these 
hard-working miners their wages 
would be doubled. The man that 
ngw gets p2 a day is justly entitled 
to I4, but )a))0|r yiU bjring only 
what price is fixed in infrket, li)fe 
any commodity, and employees are 
not yet far enough advanced in 
philanthropy to voluntarily give 
more than tlie pustomi^ry rate. 

"So the taiii i)boi)t the prosper- 
ity of Me^Kico in so far as it applies 
to the vast bo4y of its pitii^ens 
tbe common people— is a my}\i' U 
there is prosperity at all if ia not 
due to the silver Standard, but in 
spite of it."
